AMIGA SCENE 




FUST when you thought 
I that the virus plague had 
been beaten, a new strain 
appears This is known as 
the IRQ virus and uses the 
lei Hni[|LiL! which infects pro- 
grams rather than discs. 

The IRQ41 virus attaches 
itself to executable files, 
making them larger and 
spreading across discs. 

It's prime target is the 
GDIR command, but it will 
also took at your startup 
sequence and attach itself to 
the first executable program 
found in it. 

This is similar to the way 
in which PC viruses spread, 
and is not as dangerous as 
traditional boot block 
viruses such as Byte Bandit 
and SCA< But it is sufficiently 
different to evade most virus 
checkers, including the 
Guardian and VirusX 1.7. 

The virus attaches itself to 
memory by taking over the 
OldOpenLibrarytl vector, 
and adds a KickTagPtr - for 
no apparent mason. If you 
run a program that uses the 
OldOpenLibraryO vector - 
and it is hard to predict 
which ones do — the virus 
will open your startup 
sequence. 

It then picks the first 
filename it sees h checks if it's 
executable^ and if so> writes 
itself into the file. If it's not 
executable the virus will try 
and write to the DIR 
command on that disc. 

This virus is mostly a 
harmless joke. It will not kill 
commercial programs^ it 
doesn't attack anything and 
doesn't do anything mali- 
cious. It's not nice to have 
around, but it's certainly 
better than the malicious 
variety. 

It changes the title bar of 
the Initial CLI window when 
you boot, and it will try to 
write to any disc inserted - 
thus bringing up the Volume 
whatever is write protected 
requester whenever you 
insert a write-protected disc. 
This virus will not work 
under Kickstart 1.3 - you 
will get Soft wars Error 
requesters whenever you run 
an infected program, 

You cannot spot if a file is 
contaminated just by looking 
at it. The virus encrypts the 
text parts of itself „ and does 
so differently on each copy - 



New breed of 
virus found 



so you can't learn to recog- 
nise it. 

You can tell your system is 
infected if you put in a write 
protected Workbench disc - 
or any disc with a startup 
sequence — and if the system 
brings up a Volume 
whatever is write protected 
req u ester, this virus is in ram 
attempting to infect the disc. 

When it first installs itself 
in your system the virus 
changes the title bar of the 
current window on reboot — 
usually the initial CLI 
window, since it is the first 
thing in your startup 
sequence - to say something 
like Amigados Presents; The 
IRQ Virus, V41A. This is of 



course a dead giveaway 

The Americans have been 
really quick to eliminate the 
early strains of IRQ41 and 
Steve Tibbett of VirusX fame 
has produced VlrusX3»1 
whiuh will spot and elimi- 
nate most of the common 
viruses, including the new 
IRQ bug. 

To get the virus out of ram, 
run VirusX 3.1 and it will tell 
you if it found it and that it 
removed it if it did. VirusX 
will check discs in the same 
way that the virus does. It 
looks at the startup 
sequence, determines if the 
first file found - or the DIR 
command - are infected, and 
gives you the option of 



repairing them if necessary. 

You can also get rid of the 
virus simply by deleting all 
infected programs and 
rebooting, This virus will not 
hang around after a reboot, 

VirusX 3.1 will look in the 
same places the virus does 
for possibly infected pro- 
grams. If it finds one it will 
pop up a window and show 
you where it found it, and 
ask if it's OK to remove it. 

Keep VirusX 3 + l running 
when you test new pro- 
grams. It will alert you as 
soon as it sees the virus 
appear in memory — prob- 
ably the last program you 
ran was infected. 

The best place to get hold 
of a copy of VirusX 3.1 is a 
bulletin board or conferen- 
cing system like CIX - a good 
enough reason in itself for 
buying u modem. Otherwise 
contact a supplier of PD 
discs like the Amiga Users 
Group for a copy,

Commodore fighting massive back tax bill 



COMMODORE UK is 
keeping quiet about a 
massive tax bill said to be 
owed to the Internal Revenue 
Services in America by Com- 
modore International. 

None of Commodore's UK 
chiefs have been forth- 
coming with comment on 
claims by the IRS that they 
are owed $74,1 million. 

An American press report 



said Commodore had 
received a statutory notice of 
deficiency from the IRS for 
taxes of S74.1 million over 
the years lUfil to 1983, 

"The company strongly 
disagrees with the notice and 
will vigorously contest the 
proposed deficiency", itcon- 
lirtuttd. "Outside tax counsel 
Mayer, Brown and Piatt has 
advised management that 



the company has a solid pos- 
ition on the facts and a 
strong legal defence with 
regard to the IRS claims", 

Commodore International 
believes its tax reserves are 
adequate to cover "a realistic 
resolution of the tax liabil- 
ity". It is confident that 
resolving the deficiency will 
not have an adverse effect on 
the company's earnings.

Inside the Microtext is a complete 
television set. without the picture lube 
but with a leletexl decoder, The 
whole thing is a white box just 
slightly wider but not iis high as an 
exlernal disc drive, and within that 
are three chips and a tuner for the TV 
pari, and six chips for the teletexl 
bits- 

It plugs into the Amiga through the 
printer port and into the monitor - 
assuming its an KMJ4 or similar - via 
a lead. If s got a through printer port, 
which works normally most of the 
time. The only control on the 
Microtext is a switch. whk:h makes 



the printer port work normally all of 
the time. 

The lavish instrumentation in- 
completed by a no-cxpensc-spared 
light emitting tliude finished in olde 
gold -sty le yellow.

Plug a TV aerial into the back of 
the Microtext along with some power, 
and load the software.

IF you're not familiar with the con- 
cept of a mailing list program and 
tempted to confuse il with mail 
merge routines in word processors, 
here's a two-minute tutorial guide. 

The mail merge tiumepl goes 
something like this: You type in a 
letter with certain items left in a 
coded form. Here's an example from 
your not so Friendly bank manager: 

OoarAl A2 t 

At the end of A3 you wete A4 
pounds and A5 ponce overdrawn. 
Perhaps you could call to see me on 
A 6 at A 7 when we can discuss the 
matter, 



Using IhEr facilities of the mail 
nungtr program, you can incor- 
porate the appropriate name and 
address at the top of the letter, 
replace A1 with Mr or Mrs, A2 with 
Bloggs or whatever and so on. 

Its a means of computer* 
customising correspondence, and 
it's a very powerful tool, 

The mailing list serves a related, 
but different job, lt K s a list of names 
and addresses which can he 
entered, edited, sorted and printed 
either as a whole or selectively. 

Take a large organisation which 
has all its staff on a computerised 



mailing list. You may want a memo 
on this muni h' s special offer to go 
out to all regional managers and j 
their deputies, a note nn what you 
intend to do with cars parked 
illegally in reserved parking bay a lo 
all staff below a certain grade, or an 
invitation to everyone living in the 
London area to attend the annual 
"Inn' 1 Christmas pari v. 

That's the kind of job any well- 
behaved mailing program will per- 
form. And it doesn't have lo be s list 
of names and addresses: You could 
put your record collection 
catalogue p club membership lisri

RELIEVE the most mind-bendingjy 

boring typing chore for the office 
junior in Ihe pre-computing days was 
hammering out a list of names and 
addresses on the battered old portable 
with a nylon ribbon so ancient you 
could see through it. 

Now such chores should be a thin^ 
of the past. When the computing 
world woke up to the fact that the 
micro was not just a toy for scientists* 
it began to invade the office 
environment, first as a spreadsheet* 
then as a word processor, and from 
I here right nn through the whole 
range of officii lasks - except for 
making the boss's coffee and biscuits, 
that is. And rumour has it that Silicon 
Valley is working on that one. 

The mailshot program is certainly 
with us to stay, I suspect that in the 
early days of office automation, 
people were so piteous I y grateful for 
any program that bashed out address 
labels that standards were not of the 
highest. Nowadays there are certain 
tasks that any self-respecting mailshul 
program ought to perform. 

I've been taking a look at Mailshot 
Plus from Diglta. a company with a 
solid track record in the field of 
business software, and Tm here to 
report as the reviewing equivalent of 
the office junior on what Pve found. 

I promised myself in my early days 
as a reviewer thai I would never take 
my readers on a guided tour of the 
packaging of the software I'm 
describing. But Fm prepared to break 
the habit in this case, since the box 
that crashed through the letter box is 
of huge proportions, but when 1 
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plant labels in a market garden* in 
fact, any small chunks of similar 
information that can be recorded in 
address label type format. 

So, while a mail merge program is 
linked to the word processing 
power of the computer, the mailing 
list is akin to a database package, It's 
up to you to make the kind of 
decision as to which product most 
closely matches your needs. 

And the old corny hot norm the 
less vital piece of advice which goes 
hand in hand with that - not just 
your present needs , but require- 
ments fur the foreseeable future

opened it — steeling myself to facing a 
300 page manual and a dozen master 
discs — all I found cuddling together 
for comfort in tlu- hultoni uf tins box 
was one little disc and a 40 page 
manual. 

Well, perhaps Digit a bought a job 
lot of cases and couldn't think of 
anything else to do with them. So I 
breathed a sigh of relief and powered 
up the Amiga to see what, if anything, 
marks this mailing package off from 
the rest of the herd. 

THE term Wysiwyg is one that's 
normally associated with a word 
processor. Meaning what you see is 
what you get it implies that 
typestyles and layouts appear on the 
screen more or less in the same way 
as when you press the print button 
and out it all comes in hard copy. 

To find it associated with a mailing 
list p rug ram was a little odd at first 
blush, I must admit, but the concept 
works extremely well on screen. To 
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Layout menu 
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the left, there's a menu list which can 
he accessed by mouse, cursor keys or 
initial letter, and on the right a series 
of rectangular boxes just like la he Is, 
even down to the tractor feed holes 
on either side, 

There's room on the screen for one 
full default size lahel, plus half of its 
predecessor and the next in line, 

As you enter each label, the list 
scrolls up polite I y< and the impression 
is one of working with a genuine 
continuous lis! miller than a series of 
computerised snapshots in which you 
are only allowed to see one label at a 
time on screen, 

Take a look at the options down the 
main menu on the left of the screen, 
and let's begirt with a word of 
warning. As 1 said a moment or two 
back, you can access the options in 
one of three ways, and this can be a 
mite tricky if you're a hasty and 
impetuous type like me. 

I'd hardly keyed in the first address 
label than I inadvertently found 
myself in I he middle of the Layout 
menu doing silly things to the default 
label list and when 1 extricated 
myself from that predicament I found 
I had squeezed the width of the labels 
so that they looked like the opening 
credits of a CinemaScope film 
projected through the wrong lens. 

But I gritted the ancestral teeth with 
a measure of self-control - and within 
10 minutes or so the package and I 
were on the best of terms. 

The system is simplicity itself to use 
and full of neat and thoughtful 
touches: 

• An option to split long Lines or 
truncate them, 

# Automatic detection of duplicate 
labels, one of the bugbears of any 
large label list. It can be quite money-

wasting to send two copies of the 
same letter to the same addressee. 

• A good selection of search criteria, 
with options like AND, OR, and so 
on. 

• The system can sort on any line, 
and there are facilities for surname 
sorting, subset sorting, and a marker 
sort system, 

• A useful feature called "memo 
lines". They can contain information 
(not for printing) such as telephone 
numbers, dates P or any comments you 
wish to make. These can he shown on 
the screen labels or concealed. 

While it seems hlindlingly obvious 
to me, there's precious little point in 
plonking a piece of software on to a 
computer, giving the novice user a 
quick tutorial on which buttons to 
press, and then leaving the poor soul 
to get on with it. 



WHAT is so important - and so 
often overlooked - 
particularly in business software, is a 
description of the ideas behind the 
software and its potential^ People 
used to clattering out labels on a 
mechanical typewriter might be 
tempted to turn a mailing list package 
into a computerised form of their 
familiar activity, without realising 
that, if they adapted their work 
patterns and data storage to the 
package, they could enhance their 
usage of the system almost beyond 
recognition. 

Here Digita scores again. In a 
clearly written manual, there is a 
section on how to get the best out of 
the package, and tips ;mr! fiirUs mi 
maximising its impact. 

The chief limitation of this program 
is that it can't be incorporated into a 
mail merge context, where you can 



customise each letter according to the 
particular circumstances of the 
individual or institution you're 
writing to. But Mai I shot Plus does 
have the ability to generate Ascii files 
which offers good portability across 
to other systems which do function in 
that manner. 

All in all, it s difficult tn fault 
Mailshot Plus, and it's a pleasure for a 
reviewer who all too frequently is on 
the receiving end of grotty software to 
have had the opportunity to explore 
an un fussy „ user-friendly and really 
professional piece of business 
software, Tf mailing's ymir game K 
Mailshot Plus may well be the name 
you're looking for.

A FEW issues back we looked at 
a wide selection of sound 
samplers for the Amiga. The 
PerfectSound, FuturcSound. Pro- 
found ami Snphu.s systems .ill have 
their advantages, hut in most cast". 
these are oftset by niggling faults such 
as disappointing sound quality, 
fragile hardware or excessive cost. 

Now there's an alternative which 
might prove to be the best buy of the 
bunch, combining simplicity, style 
and reliability. Datcl's Pro Sampler 
Studio package costs £03.99, and 
includes hardware, sample editing 
software and a fairly sophisticated 
multi-voice tune -player, the Jammer 
Like the samplers we've looked at in 
the past, it uses 8 bit ana log-to- digital 
conversion, bul has imti-aliasinjj 
filters to cut sound distortion. Sound 
quality is as good as, if not better 
than, the opposition. Although ii has 
no Midi facilities, the Pro Sampler is 
part of a developing product ranjje 
which includes the Mi dim aster 
interface, and the forthcoming Music 
Manager sequencing package. 

The Pro Sampler hardware is a 
small beige box featuring a short 
ribbon cable with a connector lor the 
Amiga's parallel port. Since the 
gender of the connector differs 
between models, you have to specify 
which Amiga you have when 
ordering. 

On the rear of the sampler am three 
sockets. The first is a five-pin 180 
degree DIN socket for line- level signal 
inputs* suitable for connection in Mir 
outputs of a stereo tape deck. Next to 
that is a quarter- inch mono jack 
socket for microphone level inputs, 
and lastly there 1 s another quarter- inch 
mono jack for line level signals, A 
small red LED on the front of the unit 
lights to indicate that it is receiving 
power, 

As you autoboot the software [or 
load from the Workbench) you'll hear 
an example of funky music digitised 
using the Pro Sampler. You can then 
opt to enter either the Sampler or

Jammer programs. The screen 
displays of the Date I software are 
beautifully designed, with a metallic 
con tro]- panel lank, The mam display 
shows two waveforms displayed in 
separate sample windows (left and 
right stereo channels] H a zoom hox t 
and tape recorder like record and 
play hank r.ontrols. 

The sampling process is pretty 
straightforward. [Mugging your sound 
source into the sampler, you select the 
Realtime Display option from the 
Extras pull-down menu, which brings 
up an oscilloscope display of the 
incoming waveform. If the peaks of 
i fin signal are flattened, or they are 
under half the height of the grid, you 
should adjust the incoming signal 
level to obtain the optimum sampling 
level. 

There's no hardware or software 
input volume control 1o deal with - 
which could be an advantage or a 
disadvantage depending on what 
you're trying to sample. Clicking on 
Exit returns you to the main display. 
uKi'ir you ran now dirk on One of 



the two Record buttons to arm the 
sampler 

The incoming sound is show r n on a 
volume display to the right of the 
screen, It will activate the sampler 
once it passes the automatic trigger 
level, shown next to the volume 
display. This is set using up/ down 
buttons, or you can over* ride the 
automatic trigger level by clicking on 
the left mouse tuition In slarl 
sampling. The w r aveform of the 
sample is drawn in the window, 
taking about a second. 

To listen to the results plug your 
Amiga's outputs Into the hi-fi and 
click on the Loop button to play back 
the sound continuously. Volume can 
be controlled with a slider, but to 
hear its effect you must stop and 
re-play the sample. 

You can then sample another sound 
on the right-hand channel^ even w r hile 
the left-hand channel is playing. The 
tWO samples can he played 
independently, or in synchronisation. 
There are also individual and main 
St up buttons. 



Once you have your sample, you 
can start playing about with the pitch. 
Incrementing or decrementing the rate 
counters affects the original sampling 
rate, and indirectly the length of the 
sample. The rate can be varied from 
124 to 99tt, corresponding to the 
Amiga's DMA playback system. 

By placing cursor lines nn Mm 1 
display, you can set the start and end 
points of the sample Clicking on the 
start and end buttons for each sample 
brings up a digital display of the 
cursor positions to six places. Another 
set of buttons allows you to reset the 
cursors to each end of the whole 
sample, and the current sample length 
is shown by a red bar below the 
display. 

MOVING the pointer into either 
display window and clicking 
on the waveform display, brings up a 
magnified section of waveform in the 
zoom display. Again, a digital readout 
gives the exact cursor position. 
Buttons below the zoom window 
allow you to step slowly or quickly 
through the waveform, searching for 
good looping points, and there is a 
wide range of zoom levels. 

The pulldown menus allow access 
to some incredibly advanced options. 
Samples between the Start and End 
points can be saved in "raw" or in 
IFF format, so you can use them in 
iTLiniy other sound programs- 
There are options to save one-shot 
or repeating samples, and either 
single, three octave or five octaves 
samples, though this takes a long time 
and uses up about 70k of disc space. 
Another menu allows you to reverse 
samples - you can of course reverse 
them again to return to normal - or to 
copy a waveform from one channel to 
another. 

You can create pseudo-stereo effects 
with the Phaseshift option, which 
slightly delays one sample. If the two 
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samples are then played together > you 
gel lovely phasing effects. 

It\s also possible to define and copy 
an area of waveform to another pa rt 
of I ho window, to erase a section of 
sample, or to mix two samples 
logether. My shirting thou combining 
identical samples you can create 
delay and reverberation effects, 

Another impressive option, though 
of little practical use, is the 3D 
waveform display. This draws a wire- 
frame model of the entire sound 
\'\w rlupi.-. us opposed 1o the realtime 
display which is in two dimensions. 

The Wave Edit page actually allows 
you to redraw the waveshape of your 
sample, perhaps to eliminate 
unwanted dinks nr lo make a period 
loop. As on the main display, 
scanning buttons and digital displays 
allow you to position your cursor 
exactly, while waveforms arc redrawn 
simply by holding down the left 
mouse hullon and moving (he nursor 
in the window. Beautifully simple. 

JAMMER is a four-channel step- 
time sequencer, Quitting the Pro 
lid io and loading Ihe Jammer brings 
up the main display, which fea:urcs a 

fixe-f)[ lave kevboard disfdav al the 
bottom of the screen. At the left are 
four buttons which switch on and off 
Ihe tracks while recording or phiyinK- 



sliders which control volume of the 
four tracks, and a master volume 
slider. w r hile to the right are the 
recording and playback buttons, laid 
out like those of a tape deck. 

There are also what appear to be 
four VU level meters H but in fact these 
serve no function - they're purely for 
decoration, 

To record a tune, load up the sound 
you want to use, select Record, then 
pick out Ihe lure; on I In: keyboard. A 
counter indicates the number of notes 
you have played, and rests can be 
inserted using a button on the right, 

To correct mistakes you can usti the 
review-rewind function to count 
backwards. There's also a marker 
function so you can move directly to 
any required part of the tune when 
editing. Having finished, select ZERO 
RETURN, to record another track. 

To enhance your playing, you can 
switch on the two-note or three-note 
chord, which multiplies the number 
of notes you play in an Impressive 
way. Unfortunately you're limited to 
major chords, and equally obviously 
this takes up more than one track. 
Though nol every one might find Step- 
time composition ideal, in the 
.ibsi'iiru of Midi facilities it's probably 
a hotter option than, say, trying to 
pick out tunes in real time on the 
qwerty keyboard. 

There s also a drum machine 
feature w r hich adds a simple boom- 
chick effect. Sync allows you lo start 




the drum machine as you play your 
first note, and there's a separate 
tempo slider for Ihe drum machine, 
which takes up Track Four if selected 
Completed tunes of up to 9.999 steps 
can be saved in Jammer's own file 
format. 

fammer can be made to autoboot 
with any required sounds and tune, 
and can also run as a task. Provided 
vou have enough memory, pressing 
AMIGA-M will Hip lo the CI J fmrn 
where you can run another 
application. 

PROGRAMMER Roy Harding and 
consultant Barry Walsh, who 
wrote Preferences at Commodore- 
Amiga, have done an excellent job on 
the Pro Sampler, With the benefit n[ 
having looked at the alternatives an 
the market, they've come up with a 
user-friendly, flexible and econominil 
package. 

UatePs decision lo keep the Pro 
Sampler Studio mkitively simple unci 
inexpensive is certainly the right one. 
Having created your samples, you 
will be able to use the TFF tiles with 
the £34,99 Mi diM aster interface ami 
C3U.UU Music Manager sequencer; 
then you can get into Amiga music in 
a really big way,

AMSTRAD, a strange name to 
_come across in Amiga 
Computing, but you may well find 
that the best thing to lurne intn 
contact with your Amiga's RS232 port 
has the words Amstrad Modem 
SM2400 plastered across the front. 

Amstrad has been producing 
modems for a while now. Its portable 
PC was hailed as a bargain because it 
contained a high specification modem 
and yet cost under £000, To buy a 
similar modem alone would have cost 
ES5QQ* Then Amstrad launched the 
MC2400 which plugged into the slots 
inside a PC - so the only Amiga 
owners who could benefit were those 
with an A 2000 and a bridgeboard - 
oh, and Sidecar owners (both of 
them). 

Now Amstrad has seen fit to 



produce a stand alone unit, and that 
is what the S in SM stands for r No 
points for guessing the M. The 
number 2400 refers to the speed at 
which data is transmitted. This is 
measured in hits per second, bps. Not 
to be confused with baud, 

Baud is the rate at which the tone 
changes. If there is one tone and it 
changes 1200 times a second it can he 
decoded to 1200 bps. But if there are 
two tones, still chan^infi at 1200 tiring 
a second, and so still 1200 baud, 
there are twice as many bits going 
through the system, hence 2400 bps. 

Think of it like a crossed line. If 
you were able to understand both the 
person you called and the person you 
got a crossed line with you would be 
capable of receiving information 
twice as fast. 

High speed modems are clever like 
this. Anyone who claims to have a 
2400 baud modem is more likely to 



have a 2400 bps modem. 

In the bad old days of electronic 
communications, modems ran at two 
speeds 110 baud and 300 baud. This 
was when only one tone was used at 
a time and so things travelled at 110 
or 300 bps. Data was sent and 
received slowly hut siinulNinrmislv. 
Communications freaks cant cope 
with English and refer to this as 
duplex, or full duplex 

Then British Telecom invented 
Prestel which was designed to be read 
without the user sending back much 
data. For this purpose they imposed a 
1200 baud in, 75 baud out standard, 
this being the best they felt the phone 
lines could cope with, 

Technology moved on, and 
modems which could run at 1200 bps 
dropped in price to the level where 
home users could afford them. Full

HE approval procedure is the 
A way the British stop the market 
from being flooded with tatty 
telephones and modems, the way the 
French test every video recorder 
which is made in Japan before it can 
be sold in France, Unfortunately the 
French are much better at being 
awkward than even BT, so il is still 
legal to buy and sell unapproved 
modems - yuu just can't plug them 
in. Amstrad wins both ways. It makes 
videos in the Southend factory to sell 
to the French and has approval to sell 
cheap modems in the UK. 

The Amstrad SMZ40U is quad 
standard, which means it works at 
300, 1200/75, 1200 and 240(1 bps. It 
also works at 75/1200, which is only 
of any interest to people running 
bulletin hoards. International 
standards give these speeds special 
numbers, V22 is Eurospeak for 1200 
bps, V21 means 300 bps, V23 1200/75 
and so logically enough 24UU bps is 
V22bis, Well it makes sense to 
someone, I'm sure. 

With these speeds you should be 
able to connect In prnflic^lly anything 
which wants you connected to it. 
While 1200 bps services arc now 
quite common, 2400 bps systems are 
still rare, "there is a good reason for 
this. The telephone lines can't provide 
the extra levels of clarity needed for 
2400 bps operation. Yes they should, 
and if you live in a good area, and are 
talking to a good area, and BT has 
kept all the bits of string in between 
good and damp, you might get away 
with it. 

One solution to the problem of RT's 
lines not being up to the job is error 
correction. Special modems offer a 
standard called Microcom 
Networking Protocol. Pace in 



Bradford makes a box called an ECU 
(error correction unit) which plugs in 
between the KS232 lead and the 
modem which works very well, hul 
this costs £150, 

Still, if you really want to use 
2400bps it is worth it otherwise you 
will find yourself using the SM2400 at 
1200bps to log into 2400 hps Services. 

Software exists to provide MNP for 
the IBM without any extra hardware 
and is being developed, albeit slowly, 
For the Amiga, We can wait There are 
not very many places to call which 
use MNP. Only the Cix Bulletin board 
and the Mercury X25 network — 
which lets you talk to distant systems 
- have MNP modems, Some 
MicroLink/Telecom (luki ns^rs are 
already accessing the service using 
2400 bps and MNP. 

Any modem worth buying these 
days offers Hayes command codes, 
which allow the computer to control 
the modem, Hayes compatibility is to 
communications what Epson is to 
making smudges on hits of paper. If 
you are a real cornms freak you can 
have hours of fun tinkering with the 
Hayes commands, hut any half decent 
piece of terminal sofhvare will look 
after all that for you. 

Setting up that software is more 
difficult and will have you resorting 
to the manual, You cannot call up a 
menu of commands from the 
keyboard as you can with some 
modems. 

The SM2400 does not store 
telephone numbers, leaving that job 
to the terminal software. And In be 
fair if you have an Amiga with at 
least half a megahyte of ram it seems 
silly lo pay extra for Amstrad to put 
4k into a box at the other end of a bit 
of wire. 



MANUALS only gel read when 
something has gone wrong P II" 
you understand about modems and 
just want to know the correct syntax 
lor commands then the Amstrad 
manual, written by Robert Goode, Ls 
excellent with the information well 
laid out, 

If you are a new user the sections 
on how to wire a plug cormitk .n- 
enndescendmg and the description of 
what does what plummets into a 
leehie mire, Still, if you are really 
green the hesl advice is to get 
someone who understands what is 
going on to explain. No book will be 
able to teach you what to do. 



The main purpose of the manual 
seems to be to hold all the warnings 
about connecting the modem to 
unapproved equipment. 

The SMZ4U0 is remarkable value 
for money. At £2ttti.;i5 it is a couple 
of hundred pounds cheaper than 
equivalent apprnvud modems. 
Unapproved modems seldom work at 
300 and 1200/75 baud, and are as a 
rule unreliable.

within E-Type. If you don't have an 
Epson-compatible printer (the 
supplied default), you must use Ed or 
similar to edit the supplied file and 
insert the control codes for your 
printer. 

There are problems. Firstly I he 
program doesn't seem to like long 
control sequence,^ which meant that I 
couldn't set my Dataproducts printer 
into NLQ properly - the string 
<ESG>R,103>S apparently upset 
E-Type, se> that although the printer 
was set into NI,Q mode OK, it was 
also sent the next line from the 
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control file, seemingly without the 
leading <ESC>, since the printer 
printed it instead of acting on it* 

So I hooked up my Fujitsu instead 
in IBM Graphics Printer mode (very 
nearly Epsorw;ompa1ible) B Nope - 
NLQ problems again. In this case, the 
printer expected <ESC>%mn> where 
m iind n are n on -printable characters, 
decimal value !J through 2. lo select 
print mode. 

Unfortunately % is used to indicate 
a replaceable value for margin 
settings, and it seems that E-Type 
intercepts it even if the control 
sequence isn t "set margins", it didn't 
work, anyway. [ also feel thai the 
inclusion of at least one (preferably 
several) user-defined entries would 
ha vi! been useful for things like sub/ 
super-scripts. 

EVENTUALLY I gave up on NLQ 
iuul carried on with the Fujitsu, 
where every thing else could be set 
OK, I'm glad to say that the rest of the 
program worked fine - hut t hi- n 
accepting characters and sending 
them to a printer isn't exactly hard. 
E Type mult i -tasks quite happily, but 
makes little or no use of any other 
Tntuiliun features. 

You can drag the main window up

Kunc I ion keys are used to select

An option to centre text on the line 
is missing.

typed, but for some reason these lines 
are cleared when you return from the 
Options screen, except for the current 
line if you select Options in mid-line. 

You can send output to a file by 
altering the PAR: device line in the 
control file to a filename, but 
unfortunately E-Type seems to output 
each character followed by a space 
and a backspace, and then drops the 
backspaces when ynu use it to send 
the file to the printer. Result - double 
spaced characters, 

You can send the output to a file 
and then COPY the file to the printer, 
but it's more trouble than it's worth. 
Pity you can't specify a printer control 
file name to E-Type when you load it, 
ds you cuuld then have one for the 
printer and one for a disc file, 

OK, so it's not a word processor, 
but the ability to easily "print" 
to a file would he handy fur repetitive 
labels. Single character (manual 
typewriter) mode isn't quite as useful 
as it could he, though that's not the 
program's fault. It is a fair criticism 
however, since one of the main uses 
suggested is for filling in forms. 

Unfortunately, any half-way 
intelligent printer won't move its head 
if it's given spaces - it waits lo see if 
you're actually going to print 
anything. 

My Dataproducts printer does this, 
as will most Ep&ons n and the Fujitsu 
is even worse. It works out what's 



goins on and refuses to print 
anything till it gets a line-feed, sq 
there's no difference between single 
character and line modes. 

1 suspect this is likely to be true of 
any printer which is designed to 
waste as little time as possible on 
needless head movement, thus 
making E-Type no better than a word 
processor for getting the right 
alignment on forms - you still have to 
measure the paper. 

E-Type is described as fully 
Wysiwyg, and the Amiga has an italic 
character font, but when italics are in 
use the text on the screen doesn't 
show this, An oversight or jusl 
laziness, I wonder? 

To conclude - I don't like reading 
reviews thai consist of nothing bul 
criticisms, and I don't like writing 
them, but unfortunately it's hard to 
think of much to say in E-Type s 
favour. 

If you can write reasonable Basic, 
do so. It 1 !! only take you an evening 
to write your own typewriter 
emulator if you really feel a need for 
one. C wouldn't be much harder, 
especially if you settle for a program 
that only runs from the CLI. 

Alternatively, have a look at the 
public domain sector - you may well 
find something like this for the price 
of a disc. Otherwise, if you have no 
word processor you II probably find 
Ed adequate - and free.

Assembly is so-called because of 
the way it takes a program and 
assembles it into the machine code 
that a computer runs. Compilers, 
which convert a program by linking 
together pre-written chunks of 
someone else's code - a program is 
never a program in assembler speak 
its 'code 1 - and interpreters, which 
work out what a program means and 
then run someone else's code each 
time the program is used, always 
make machine code that's less than 
perfect for the job.

What you write in an lis sem bier 
program is what the computer gets to 
run. Nothing else. If you get it right, it 
will outrun anything. 

Writing in assembler for any 
machine takes an intimate knowledge 
ol the computer, and the Amiga is nn 
exception. However, unlike many 
computers, the Amiga has a well 
thought-out and standard link to all of 
the special functions of the machine P 
provided by Commodore. 

This simplifies programming no 
end, but a good grounding in the 
design and foibles of the micro- 
processor in the machine is still 
needed. And it s the 68000, heart and 
mind of the Amiga, that the would-be 
hacker should study first. 

The 68000. or 68K, is quite an old 
processor as such things go. 
Conceived in the late 70s, it was one 
of the first to be designed by a team 
which studied the way in which the 
first generation microprocessors had 
been used. As a result, the instruction 
set - the list of commands that the 
processor can understand - is both 
simpler and more powerful than 
many others.

The data registers are used, yes, for 
data.

Instructions to do things like add 
numbers together, check for particular 
conditions and change values tend to 
use the data registers- 

Seven of the eight address registers, 
again 32 bit, are mostly used to 
address memory. This becomes 
steadily more important as languages 
get more ma chine -oriented - in Basin, 
memory addressing is hidden away 
completely; in C it becomes important 
and in assembler there's no getting 
away from it. 

Consider the Basic line:

This, behind the user's back, 
allocates some memory, stuffs the 11 
bvles iif Hello, Mars" into it, takes 
the PRINT command, points it at first 
to "Ekinzo says, "and then the 
recently-stuffed area of memory and, 
byte by byte, copies the text on to the 
screen, 

To do the same thing in assembler 
might involve pointing one address 
register (Al) at a free area of memory, 
A 2 at "Bonzo says, " and copying the 
text. The process would be repeated 
for the "Hello, Mars 11 , the total length 
of the text worked out and put at the 
beginning of the text and then an 
address register (say Afl) pointed at 
the whole caboodle. 

A routine - a sell-contained chunk 
of code which performs a function, 
either provided by Commodore or 
ho me- written - would then be called 
upon to take the area of memory 
pointed to by At), get a count out of 
the first byte and copy that many 
subsequent bytes to the screen* 



translating them to characters as it 
w r cnt. 

The eighth address register - A7, of 
course - is normally used for stack 
management. The stack is an area of 
memory which is used for special 
purposes hy the E8K. If, for example, 
the computer is interrupted by a 
hardware signal because it has to 
dash off and run some code to receive 
a byte from the serial port w r hich just 
\vom'1 wait, il shnvus the address in 
memory of the program it w r as 
running "on the stack" to retrieve 
later. The same thing happens if a 
program calls (like GO SUB in Basic) 
another part of the program; 1 1 ■ ■ ■ 
processor has to know where to 
RETURN to. 

Putting stuff on the stack involves 
getting the information, storing in the 
memory pointed to by A7, changing 
the value of A7 to point to the next 
free area in memory and repeating the 
process as required. 

This happens ^uturnnticaJly. and the 
machine code programmer doesn't 
have to w r orry about the mechanics. 
You do have to make sure that A7 is 
pointing to an area of memory that 
has enough free space to sture the 
addresses of however many routines 
are likely to be interrupted or make 
calls. 

It's common to put data on the 
stack in order to pass it to a routine, 
because the processor provides 
special instructions to make this easy. 
Most of the time, for small assembler 
programs Amiga Dos supplies enough 
stack to he safe; it's only when large 
programs or peculiar practices are 
indulged in that the stack need be 
considered. 

There are, although this is not 
apparent to the programmer, two A 7s, 
changing when the 68K changes 
between supervisor and user mode. 
Some instructions, those that allocate 
and control memory for example, can 
only be carried out when the 
processor is in supervisor mode. 



The user mode is intended for 
ordinary programs, which have 
restricted pnw r er over the system and 
shouldn't be able to disrupt others 
that might be sharing memory w r ith 
them. It's convenient to have tw r o 
separate stacks for the two rnudes, 
and the fiBK provides this. 

The final two registers are status 
and program counter, Status provides 
information ahoul the state of the 
processor, and also remembers part of 
tin: resull of previous nuiths cm' logical 
operations. If a. subtraction results in 
a negative number, for example, then 
a bit of the status agister gets 
changed so that a later instruction can 
find out this fact. The program 
counter holds thii address in memory 
from which to get the next 
instruction, essential to the pruces.se n 
bill forgettable to the average 
assembler animal. 

The general idea behind assembly 
programming is to get data into the 
data registers by locating it with the 
address registers, change it and put it 
back out again, 

What that data is, what 
modifications are perpetrated and 
when; it finally conies to rest, is no 
business of \ lie? lansum^o It's all up to 
you, 

Before the concrete stuff comes next 
month, the mechanics of assembly 
programming need to he shoved 
under the microscope. Various 
different assemblers can be used; 
some are public domain and are ideal 
for learning/experimenting with the 
language, and snrm: rust a few tens or 
hundreds of pounds. They all perform 
the same function* 

The PD ones - AftBk and Asmtitik 
are the most common - have the 
fewest frills, but produce just the 
same node as those that cost real 
money. The expensive ones tend to 
earn their keep by providing what's 
called an integrated environment; text 
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editor, debugger and assembler 
working together to make program 
development easier. 

The usual way tu write an assembly 
program is, from the CLI. to start with 
a normal text file - if you don't have 
a commercial editor that rati produce 
plain Ascii text, List; Kd. That's- 
provided with every Amiga and 
works well for small-medium siznd 
files, 

Say the file is called GIZMO. ASM. 
This is then sent to the assembler by 
,i line similar to A68K GIZMO. ASM, 
The assembler chews over the work 
of magnificence newly writ, and spits 
out either an objucl file or a set of 
terse error messages. 

An oh j eel file is half-way to the 
finished code - error messages are 
somewhat further removed. It 
normally needs to he linked with 
other object files before it can be run; 
these files contain routines which 
were written earlier - standard 
routines you rely on, or other peoples 
code - and let vou write and test a 



large program in small chunks. 

The link process also sorts out 
exactly what goes where in the final 
program - for example, each of your 
small chunks of code might contain a 
s^iwirate area for ti.ila storage. The 
linker will separate nut all these areas 
and lump them together, dealing with 
the code likewise, making two big 
areas which can be saved separately 
instead of one even bigger mishmash 
of little 'wis, Keeping track of what 
goes where and does what is one of 
the bigger headaches of programming 
in assembler, 

SOi finally, the executable program 
falls out. Type its name at the CLI 
prompt and,,, the machine crashes. 
Ka-boom. This always happens first 
time, and almost always on the 
second. Its time to £o buck to the 
soun:e code [which has, of course, 
been saved before running the new 
program. Hasn't it?) and check what's 
gone wrung. 

There are some essential hooks to 
be bought, borrowed or otherwise 
obtained. The first, which every 
Amiga should have come with but 



every Amiga owner has to go out and 
buy, borrow and so (in, is the 
AmigaDos Users Manual. This covers 
the use of Ed, how to set up sensible 
working environments, and lots more

Unlike many manufacturer s hooks, 
this is well laid out. clear and simple 
to use. It is written for an Expert 
audience - "The powerful vectored 
priority interrupt structure of the 
microprncessor allows straight- 
forward generation of mini rant 
muduhi input-output minimis 1 ", rind 
that's page l J - hut as a work of 
reference it can't be beaten. 

Recommended, but not must buys, 
are the AmigaDos Rom Kernel. 
Developers and Intuition manuals. 
Afl of the above except for the 
Motorola hook should be gettable by 
your local dealer or Amiga Centre, or 
a technical bookshop. Otherwise h 
Commodore UK will help (are you 
listening, OUK?), Motorola's sales 
office is Television House.

They get the software spot on, the 
electronic bits fair resonating with 
Tightness, iind then forget to put in an 
amplifier, so nobody can actually 
hear the stuff. Not even a headphone 
sncikEil- Perhaps they were <ill 
telepathic, and just didn't notice,,, 

To be fair H the Amiga is designed to 
In- usucJ ivith d monitor which can 
reasonably be expected to have some 
sort of speaker system. But most 
aren't stereo, and while wiring the 
computer up to the hi-fi is guaranteed 
to enthral your eardrums it's both 
messy and inconvenient 

Another problem, hut one which 
isnt really Commodore's fault, is the 
way in which Amiga Dos steals a little 
more memory for each disc drive 



connected. Just about every operating 
system ever written does this; 
memory is needed to keep 
information about the disc drive as 
well as to transfer programs and data 
in and out of the floppy. This doesn't 
matter in normal use hut when a 
utility or game needs every last 
microbyte of ram, having a second 
drive attached can seriously damage 
your software capability. 



However, there's <i better way to 
disconnect a disc than by yanking the 
cables. All it takes is one switch in 
one of the lines that run from micro 
to drive, and the unpalatable 
peripheral is electronically 
invisible. 

When the Amiga scans around for 
extra bits, the line that asks "Are you 
there? 11 is cut. No reply from the disc

T;is1eHiiIIv finished in black 
to match the Amiga (with tho lights 
out |. it simply plugs into all three 
sockets. The disc connector is taken 
straight through, so any normal 
Amiga floppy will plug in. On the top 
of the box are two 3.5m m jack 
sockets for loudspeakers, a switch 
and two knobs. 

The switch is marked Drive 
Disenable and Enable. Disenable is a 
new one on mu; why they didn't call 
the other position Endisable I don't 
know. Rut it simply makes or breaks 
the appropriate line, and thus enables 



or disables any and all external 
floppies. It is possible with extra 
electronics, to just disable DTI : or 

DF2:, but I fiis isn't much more useful 
and costs extra. 

THE tw r o knobs are volume 
[ unlmls f'nr (hi: two audio 
channels. This is as effective but 
cheaptT than having one volume and 
one balance control. Inside the box 
sits one circuit board and a few wires 
- closer investigation shows one 
LM377 stereo amplifier chip together 
with precious little else. 

This chip is a very rugged, two 
watts per channel device and should 
be impossible to blow up by any 
means short of plumbing Z4(JV mains 
directly into the output sockets. This 
will also destroy the Amiga and kill 
yuu, so stick with speakers. The unit 
takes its power directly from the 
computer, so there's no extra wiring. 

It works P til must flawlessly - a 
different arrangement of the 



connectors nn ihe back of an Amiga 
2000 mean that this is an A50C only 
pmdnd hul thmi the ridi kids will 
probably run the sound through their 
Quad set-up anyway. 

One oddity is that the box is plastic 
and all of the leads are unshielded, so 
in use there's a small degree of 
pickup from Ihe (loppy wires ;ind I In: 
Amiga's internals which results in 
quiet hums, buzzes and churr-churr- 
churrs as the machine thinks. And on 
the (obviously pre-production) model 
I had there was no headphone socket 

However, Astit li has taken this to 
heart, and promises to pul this into all 
production units, Tve taken the 
liberty of plumbing one into mine, 
and as a result the box will be 
permanently plugged in. It 1 s not a 
flashy product, but il fills a need and 
isn't ton expensive. Recommended,

DJ Walker-Morgan finds you need to be an expert 
in C and intuition just to use Kuma's K-Gadget 



w, 



HEN programming tools 
increase the effort expended it is time 
to write your own. K-Gadget from 
Kuma is u programmers' utility for 
the x^iniga. Its purpose is to simplify 
the creation of gadgets and requesters 
by automating the process of 
generating C source code. 

The idea is that you draw up your 
gadgets on screen, set their operation, 
and K-Gadget goes away and writes 
the code for you. 

K-Gadget has two basic screens, 
one on which you construct your 
gadgets and one from which you can 
pull the different types of gadget. To 
construct a Boolean gadget - that's a 
yes/ no on/ off type box - you pull the 
object marked on/ off from the parts 
window and move it on the main 
window. 

The utility then puts a 
representation of the object on the 
screen, and using pull down menus^ 
you can define how the gadget wilJ 
behave and look, This is fine in 
theory - such software took are as 
important to commercial 
programmers as coffee in plastic cups. 
Unfortunately in K-Gadget, the 
implementation leaves much to be 
desired. 

YOU never see the gadgets you 
are designing under Intuition, 
only K-Gadget 's representation of 
them, which is not really the true 
picture. Most code generators have a 
test mode which lets you do Ihis 
Here there is no sign of such an 
option. 

When setting up a gadget you have 
to fill in various screens, but there is 
no quick way to move between them. 
For a program that is supposed to 
make life easy for the user and 
programmer its requesters rely too 
heavily on keyboard entry. 

The keyboard setup is dismaL 
When setting up borders, you have to 
enter ii list of border coordinates,

For a 
simple box border; this is mildly 
irritating. For Anything more complex 



it is a major pain. 

It is in designing the gadget s image 
that K-Gad^et reduces to worthless 
any positive advantages it might have 
had. The image editor is slow, very 
slow, and lor no apparent reason. 

When you go into the window to 
start drawing and press the left mouse 
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button, you expect, as with most 
applications, there to bs a trail of 
pixels following the mouse pointer. 
There isn't. You have tu point and 
click every pixel for your gadget. You 
cannot load in TFF brushes, so this is 
also tin? only way to K^neratrc images, 
slowly, 

I couldn't find any way to copy a 
gadget either, You have to define each 
one. A colour paint te requester would 
be an nightmarish exercise in tedium. 
But you couldn't really do a palette 
requester, because K- Gad set only 
works in four colours on the 640x200 
Workbench screen. Anything else, 
and you'll have to sit down and hack 
the C source. 

COM1NU on lo the C source, a 
particular irritation is the fa<:l 
that no comments arc added into the 
code. It makes altering the generated 
code that little bit hanln 

The manual assumes you are 
literate with Intuition, so if von are 



new tu programming tin- Amiga be 
warned that no allowance tor you is 
made. If s a pity really the people that 
a gadget generator could most help 
are cut oil from using it by the 
manual, but there it is. 

Just as a blind test, I called a 
programmer friend of mine who was 
working on a communinalkins 
program. I said T had a gadget 
generator and would he like to 
bnrruw it and put together some 
gadgets, He did, He came back three 
days later, very frustrated, after hitting 
nearly all the same problems that Id 
encountered. His only comment was 
"Hi.iv ;U) pounds worth of i-rapli 
paper it is more user friendly". 

K-GadgBt is a good idea gone sadly 
wrong. Tt seems to be written as an 
exercise in menus and requesters, 
rather than with the aim of being an 
effective tool lor a programmer. You 
spend more time tilling in the 
blanks for K Gadget rather than 
creating good gadgetry. But then I 
should have been suspicious when 
the most complex gadget image in the 
program was a simple hexagon...

need to sort out the movement 
patterns for a swooping Hock of 
aliens, and if you want five minutes 1 
worth of scrolling background you 
cannot just draw lots of screens and 
join them together unless you have 
megabytes of ram to spare. Screens 
have to built From standard blocks to 
save memory. Then there is collision 
detection to worry a bout P not to 
mention the scoring. 

So writing a game means compiling 
a number of simple routines. Most 
programmers write special editors to 
automate the process, Being tools 
written by programmers for 
programmers, they are usually a bit 
rough, Outlaw - the Palace label used 
for titles written by programmers who 
work freelance - has produced a neat 
suite of programs which allows 
anyone to design a simple, scrolly, 
shooly game. 

A sprite editor is used to design 
ynur ship, urui if you are creating a 
two player game, your allies 1 ship, in 
a 24 by 24 pixel grid, using seven 
colours and one transparent colour so 
that the landscape can scroll by. The 
same limitations are imposed on 
enemy sprites all of which can have 
up tn 18 frames of animation. 

An animated sprite is called an 
object, supposedly to make things 
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You can have up to 7ff frames of animation 



simpler. You can have a total of 100 
sprites stored with up to 60 of them 
on the screen at any one time. 

You can tweak the performance of 
your ship by adjusting the number of 
bullets in tht; air at any one time, tin 
build direction, speed and rate of fire. 
Traditionalists will probably want to 
start with three lives, but can choose 
a different number or use the opt inn 
to win a bonus ship at 10.000 points. 

The blocks for the background use 
eight colours - which can be different 
to the pallette chosen for the ships - 
on a 32 x 32 grid. You ran have up to 
140 blocks, which means there is 
plenty of scope for interesting 
backgrounds. 

Up to 22 levels can be designed and 
tluiv don't have to smooth scroll, you 
can flick scroll or have a static screen. 
You can even switch the type of scroll 
in mid-flight so as to tackle a 
particularly nasty alien at the end of a 
level, like Xenon. 

The game can be tested with 
infinite lives and then (he Finished 
result saved to a disc to form a stand- 
alone game. 

Starting from scratch is difficult, it 
is far easier to modify an existing 
game, so the programmers have put 



together three sample ones. Since they 
are the same men whu wrote Amiga 
Wi^ball for Ocean it is no surprise 
that the graphics are great. 

But you will soon progress tn 
writing your own garnes, Pete Stone 
from Palace yays the most clever idea 
he saw for the Commodore 64 version 
was a game where a boy had to win 
the affection of girlfriends by 
throwing hearts at them. There is 
certainly plenty of scope. 

Seuck uses its own windowing 
routines and will not multitask - a 
necessary restraint to make the game 
run fast enough tn be playable. You 
can load IFF sounds and an IFF title 
screen, bul yon cannot use brushes 
saved from Amiga art programs, and I 
see this as a major shortcoming. It 
would he great to be able to use 
something like a video digitiser tn 
grab screens off a video recorder and 
pipe them into the game. There might 
even be a market for an IFK-to-Seuck 
conversion program, 

The Amiga is, in the words of its 
designers, ' fc a killer games machine", 
it is also the computer which has 
proved to be an unprecedented 
creative tool for the masses. Shoot- 
s Em-Up Construction Kit is the 
program which unites those abilities.

IT may sound like sornelhitig 
invented by an over- imaginative 
public relations executive, bill Spec- 
trum Holobyte's IBM PC F-16 Simu- 
la lor was so accurate the US Air 
Force a do pled it as a p re-flight 
trainer for budding pilots. 

Now the sa me program is available 
for the Amiga, with the British devel- 
opment team producing a version 
that wiU certainly give Interceptor a 
run for its money. 

Falcon starts with the rcokie pilot 
signing on the duty rosier. This con- 
tains five levels of difficulty: First 
lieutenant, captain, major, lieutenant 
colonel and hill colonel. The higher 
the chosen rank the more accurate 
the simulation - and consequently 
flight becomes more difficult. 

One* you have progressed past the 
initial level you must visit the flight 
sergeant before take-off- Pilot? on the 
basic level begin with everything set 
at maximum, but those who've 
earned promotion need to kit out 
their craft before a flight- The serge^ 
ant acts as more than just a sloreman, 
he's ready with good advice that even 
experienced pilots will ignore at their 
peril 

The next stage is to enter the 
cockpit and familiarise yourself with 
the controls. The head up display 
(HUD) is complemented by a three 
screens of dials and controls - repre- 
sented as a left view, a right view and 
straight ahead. The majority of the 
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necessary flight controls are con- 
stantly in view h while less often used 
indicators such as damage control 
and fuel levels are situated on either 
side. 

Because there's so much to be con- 
sidered during flight, most of the 
weapons accessing and target 
acquisition is set automatically by the 
ship's on-boaid computer. Bombing 
is aided by a computer guidance 
system that goes as far as telling you 
when to drop the bomb, while air to 
ground cannon fire is directed by a 
computer-generated line known as a 
snake, 

Developing flight skills is one thing 
but entering into- combat is a different 
ball game. For what must be a first in 
home computer simulations, the 
enemy is depicted as a fully detailed 
and accurate craft in its own right, In 
fact, the enemy is so realistic that I 
almost ducked for cover when the 
first MiG shot past my cockpit. 





Excellent speech greets each kill - 
but don't expect to hear this for quite 

a while. 

MiGs aren't the only threat hidden 
in the Falcon landscape. Surface to 
air missiles [SAMs] pose a constant 
threat. Kly too low over one and 
you're almost certainly a gonner - 
despite your HUDs instant launch 
warning. 

Pilot error is a common cause of 
mission failure, and Falcon repre- 
sents this extremely accurately. 
Attempt to pull off an impossible 
manoeuvre and you may find the 
screen turning red as your on-screen 
counterpart passes out. 

Qrice again practice makes perfect 
and the best way to know if a man- 
oeuvre is feasible or not is to lest it 
out with the air combat manoeuvres 
(ACM) section. In a similar fashion to 
Interceptor, a flight instructor leads 
the way in another aircraft. 

What makes this different is the 
series of red boxes generated on 
screen to form a tunnel for the 
budding pilot to fly through. It's 
impossible to overestimate the help 
the! this feature is to competent 
flying. 

The last obstacle to a successful 
mission is the landing sequence - 
and five it this is computer-aided in a 
degree, An instrument landing 
system [1LS] is available to keep you 
on the straight and narrow, but it's 
still up to you to keep the nose up 
and the speed down. 

When a mission has been 
completed, the pilot's progress is rep- 
resented by a series of ''snapshots" 
showing exactly what would have 
happened in a real life situation. Per- 
form well enough and you may end 
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up with your name and rank dis- 
played in Sierra Hotel, Falcon's 

equivalent of a high score table. But 
once again, donl expect to see that 
for quite some time- 
Sim uia lion fans who were 
impressed by Interceptor are going to 
love this program, Its actually a good 
deal more difficult to get to grips 
with, but the extra effort is well 
worth the trouble. It's as if the pro- 
grammers have learned from 
Interceptor and taken the whole 
thing about 10 steps further. 

The basic 512 k simulation is an 
experienced not to be missed, but 
those in possession of a 1Mb 
machine can sample the additional 
delights of the black box feature. 
Available at any time, this shows the 
mission's flight path in three grids, 
plotting (he course of both the pilol 
arid any enemy in the vicinity. 

Those who thought that Intercep- 
tor was the ultimate in Amiga Bight 
simulation are in for quite a shock - 
and a lot of Amiga owners had better 
be prepared to spend a great deal of 
the next few months with their head 
in the clouds.

FREEDOM - REBELS IN THE DARKNESS 



IT is the lRlh century, the price of 
sugar is high and the value of 
human life low, Subjected to con- 
slant thrashings, the negro workforce 
grows increasingly r^Hrss. The time 
is right for rebellion. Are you the one 
lo lead it? 

Freedom is a game of slrategy that 
is beautifully com pi emeu led by a 
scries of well-programmed combat 
sequences. The usual title tune is 
replaced by some excellent Tarzan- 
like jungle drums - not only do the j 
sound good, I hey create a superb 
atmosphere. 

Freedom ran be played al inj of 
three levels - from defiant, through 
rebellious lo fanatical. Youj initial 
values Tor constitution, charisma, 
and daxterily are fixed unless you 
choose fanatical as the game level, in 
which case you can redistribute your 
total points allocation between the 
three categories. 

Decision number two is the selec- 
tion of your own character - there are 
two male and two female slaves to 
choose from. Eat h h.is his or her own 
strengths and weaknesses, ill 
detailed m the flimsy but feci patted 
manual. 

PretuniDaries (.nmplnted, ii is lime 
to start your bid for freedom, A dia- 
grammatic view of the plantation 
forms the main playing area for the 
game - colourful, detailed and 
animated. 

A menu across the top of the screen 
displays the current game options. 
The two most frequently used are 
path finding and movement. Path 
finding allows you lo place a cursor 
upon any of the plantation buildings 
and find out who is inside - a most 
useful feature when you want to 
know which places to yifil and 
which lo avoid. 

Movement gives you control to 
move your character around the 
plan Icil ion - fraught with danger due 
lotta plantation's large population of 
dogs, Encounters with dogs normally 



occur in three .stages. Initially you are 
surprised by the animals, hut I hey 
don't hark. Walk into the same pack 
of dogs for a second time and they 
will bark, on the third occasion you 
will be confronted h\ .1 chunicltir 
from a nearby hut 

Combat takes place against a stun- 
ning lakeside view - bullfrogs croak 
and splash while a huge Lizard la/Jly 
flicks its tongue. Standard karate- 
type moves are executed to the 
accompaniment of sampled sound 
effects. A successful confrontation is 
followed by the choice nf executing 
the victim or taking him prisoner. 

Before you stand a chance of over- 
throwing the masters and desl roving 
the plantation you musi Kid mobilise 
your forces. This you do by creeping 
from hut to hut persuading youi 
fellow slaves to follow you, Your 
success in the persuasion business is 
very much dependent upon your 
charisma level. 

To succeed you must kill all the 
guard dogs and burn most of the 
fields and buildings. Alternatively 
you tan try your hand at kilting the 
m.ister. although I wouldn't recom- 
mend it. 

Freedom is an engrossing game 
and will keep evan the most active of 
minds occupied through the long 
winter nights.

THIS is a strategic game of galac- 
tic exploration, colonisation and 
conquest. Although the sound and 

graphics are disappointing. I hey 
don'! mailer quite so much in a game 
which is practically all tactics, plan- 
ning and strategy. 

The idea is to explore new star sys- 
tems, pick the most promising and 
sv\ a bo nl colonising them. Once 
occupied, the stars can be used for 
production of resources which are 
then d Located for research, develop- 
ment, defence, environment, social 
matters, consumer needs and indus- 
trial growth. 

RFTS is a four handed game, the 
computer playing all the roles of 
those not taken by human players. 
Each player takes it in turn to give hin 
complete set of orders, the turns 
alternating between movement only 
and production plus movement. 

A wide number of reports and 
choices are available during a turn. 
You cap get stacks of information on 
the slar systems including which 
have been explored, check out the 
status of all task forces, costs, current 
spending, placemen! nf forces and so 
on. 

Building your forces is an essentia! 
part of the game. The more produc- 
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tive m pjiin'l is, the more materials 
>i'ii can buy to construct and equip 
your galactic navy with transports, 
scouts and warships. 

When every player has finished a 
turn the computer executes Ihe 
movement of ships. When ships of 
different empires end up in the same 
star system, combat take* place.

Sutin, and despite a 1976 inception 
this massive 16 bit game is now 
ready for launch. 

It was. while he was touring Spain 
with the original Hair and Jesus 
Christ Superstar shows in 1975/76 
that the inspiration came to write his 
own stage musical story called The 
Kristal of Konos.

KARATE Games predate the 
Amiga by several years. Since 
then many attempts have been made 
to spruce them up - scrolling 
backdrops, swords and a variety of 
opponent - bill the key thing has 
always been how good the fighting 
feels. 

The main gimmick in 1K+ (Inter- 
national Karate plus) is the number 
of opponents. White Barbarian has a 
variety of guys trying to thwack and 
flay your head off, IK+ has only two 
men coming at you. But they do so 
together. 

Two against one may not be fair 
but it is much more fun. And in a two 
player game you and a friend tan 
beat the pixels out of Ehe computers 
man. 

There are several other gimmicks - 
cute ones. The single backdrop has a 
number of animations, The tree 
sheds leaves which pile up and get 
eaten by a worm. A spider drops on a 
thread and a pat-man wanders 
about 

The sun's ripples reflect in the sea 
as it Laps I he shore - you can alter the 
colours in the water. Fish jump out of 
the sua with a neat splash and a peri- 
scope pops up to view the fight. 

The slick presentation is carried on 
to the title pages. A logo dripping 
blood had to be changed after some 
complaints.

In a three way fight the winner is 
decided on combat points. If you 
attack from the front you score two 
combat points for each successful 
move.

More bombs appear, faster and 
faster. Clear the sheet and you are 
awarded 5.U0U points.

Movements can be combined, so 
you don't have to return to the vul- 
nerable standing position in the 
middle of seeing off an opponent.

ZKJ was not asked to write Super 
Hang On for the Amiga. He had 
collaborated with Chris Wood on the 
Amsliad and Spectrum conversions 
of the Sega arcade game and then 
went on to write the Atari version for 
Electric Dreams, 

But he had been trained as a chip 
designer and wanted to get his hands 
on an Amiga> so when the Atari ver- 
sion was finished he embarked upon 
an Amiga port to produce a game 
which looked as though it belonged 
in the arcade. 

When he had a running demo, ZZ 
- whose real name is Zareh - look the 
disc to Electric Dreams and it agreed 
to commission enhanced graphics 
and sound to suit an the Amiga's 
superior hardware. 

You race a motorbike through four 
continents - Africa, Asia, America 
and Europe. Each is divided into 
tinned stages, fail to complete a stage 
in the allotted time and the game is 
over. 

Any extra time is added to the 32 
seconds you get for the next stage. 
You must average more than 280 
Km/h to do this. Every second left at 
the end of the game is worth a million 
points. This leads to two aims- finish 
as many stages as possible and score 
as many points as you tan, 

This is the best racing game on the 
Amiga, putting Buggy Boy in the 
shade. You can play with the key- 
board or joystick but the pros will 
take to the mouse. This lets you con- 
trol how much the bike leans and 
keep a tighter rein on turn in. In true 
motor racing fashion drive wide and 
clip Uie apes of the turn - this is the 
path the rival bikes take so be careful 
not to hit them. Clipping the side of 
another bike takes a third off your 
speed, while a 100 per cent collision 
will haJve your speed. They won't 
drive into the back of you, so you 
shouldn't do it to them. 

The speed controls can be used to 
position the bike. You have nitro, 
accelerate and brake. The nitro boosl 
can be called upon at 280 Km/h to 
take you up to the maximum speed of 
324 Km/h. This delivers a lot of 
thrust and is accompanied by flames 
from the hack of the bike~ 

The standard acceleration control 
can he held down for most of the 
race, hut for really tricky bends you 
will have to resort to the brake. 

This defies credibility. Stopping a 
bike from over 200 mph takes some 
doing and I he SHO bike stops very 
quickly, 

Zareh tried putting realistic figures 
into the game bul it wrecked the 
game play. While the brakes are super 
powerful they work progressively, 
gripping harder the longer you apply 




them. The change in speed affects the 
radius of your turn. If you decelerate 
as you turn, the bike moves closer to 
the inside bend. Whack on a bit of 
power and the bike slides out. Use 
this to steer and you will get through 
corners very quickly. 

You must learn the courses. As you 
speed over a hill you have no way of 
knowing what is on the other side. 
There are signs indicating sharp 
turns, hut these are not always re- 
liable - one or two point in the wrong 
direction, ZZ says this is bas^d on the 
road signs near Ea&tcole. 

The routes are not the same as on 




the arcade game, for two reasons. 
firstly Zareh did not get a video tape 
of the Africa section until the Atari 
version was finished H arid secondly 
there are different versions in the 
arcades. Knowing that the third bend 
among the cacti is a really sharp one 
makes the difference between 
cruising around at a leisurely 
130km.'h and coming to a prickly 
end. 
If you do crash, the accident is 



spectacular. Depending on what you 
hit, and how fast you hit it, the game 
plays one of two different sequences. 
The arcade offered more, but 
memory and disc space are limited 
on the Amiga. The result is thai you 
ran end up sprawled out, yel hover- 
ing in midair, 

Still you are too busy worrying 
about finishing the leg tn notice the 
most minor of graphics aberrations. 
Finish the course and you are rewar- 
ded with an animation as the crowds 
welcome the triumphant rider. Finish 
the last one for a clue as to who he is. 

For an experienced Amiga pro 
grammer Super Hang On is an 
impressive bit of coding. For a first 
program on the Amiga it is incred- 
iiiJe. Zyreh wen I out of his waj to 
really use the Amiga, although the 
basic gameplay is the same as that on 
the Atari - because it is the same as 
that on the arcade machine - the 
Amiga version is very much better. 

The whole game is very much 
smoother. The road drawing module 
is the biggest pari of the program. 
only the Amiga version has wide 
road bars and a track which is in the 
correct proportion to the rest of the 
graphics. 

This is thanks to the b litter, which 
is so fast that there Is no flicker or 
slowing of the graphics in tight 
comers - the hardware can deal with 
the horizontal pixel scroll the game 
needs. This makes the movement of 
the signs around the track super 
slicL 

The copper looks after the colours, 
which coming from a wide palette 
can be really subtle, The greys in the 
road are gentle to give an impression 
of speed without it looking as though 



you are driving along a 20 mile long 
zebra crossing. The subtle colours 
have resulted in dramatic skies with 
extra clouds blitted on, 

Having used the blitter and copper 
there is one more graphics aid to be 
exploited. Sprites. When I first wrote 
about the Amiga five years ago I 
thought that hardware sprites would 
be important. I was wrong, few 
games use them, blitter objects being 
more flexible although not as quick. 

SHO uses sprites for the nitro 
(lares, dust clouds and the extended 
time details which need to flash at 
regular intervals, but the need to do 
other things overrides the flashing on 
inferior machines. Only the Amiga 
makes it possible. 

If there is a flaw in the scheme of 
things it is the sound, Unusual since 
many of the games which are a 
simpte port have beefed-up audio 
effects, but while the Amiga sounds 
are better than those on the ST they 
are not all they could be. 

Perhaps in a game which so clearly 
demonstrates how good the Amiga is 
when programmed with Finesse, 1 
expected too much from the 
speakers.

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HINTS 



KAKJT Kan, of Malvern, where 
the water comes from in 
Worcestershire has been all at sea 
with Carrier Command. He offers 
these hints: 

When you are heading lor an island 
always spend your time loading 
maximum weapons to each of your 
vehicles so thai they will be ready for 
action, Spend time setting priorities, It 
is best to keep the aircraft and tank 
fuel at low. as the Manta and Walrus 
are pretty economical and you are not 
likely to run out on short sorties. 

Set up defence islands. They are the 
hardest to destroy, so use defence 
ACC B. Normally Omega will repulse 
after attacking it once, which gives 
you time to head for her. 

Islands am easiest to take using 
Mantes armed with maximum 
missiles - use them to destroy the 
enemy command centre, This usually 
takes three or four successful hits. 
Then launch the Walrus with defence 
ACC B. Be careful about carrier fuel - 
remember to put a stockpile near you, 
preferably on a defence island. If you 
want to be sneaky, take the island and 
place the stockpile there, You could 
do this to every island you capture. 

If you run mil of Mantas while 
trying to capture the island, use your 
carrier. This may take longer, but it is 
a simple procedure. Turn the 
observation turret 180 degrees so that 
it is facing the stern. Turn the carrier 
lflf) degrees. View from the turret 
until ynu see the middle of the island, 
then halt the carrier. 

IF the enemy is firing missiles take 
drones out to the back of the 
carrier. When you have done all this 
you are in a position to launch 
hammerhead missiles at the command 
centre. If you are too far away from 
the island to launch the missiles 
reverse the speed until you get near 
enough, then halt. 

It is best to link a network uf 
islands to Vulcan in a fan shape. 
Surround Vulcan with defence islands 
and try to get everything out of your 
stockpile. You will get what you 
order, but it may take some time. 
Always capture islands which are 
linked to Vulcan so supplies can be 
sent. But in case things go wrong put 
a stockpile an island away, preferably 
a defence island. 

The aim of the game is to destroy 
the enemy carrier Omega, Go all out 
to destroy her. If you attack Omega a 
couple of times before the final

assault you will weaken her. The next 
time you Fight you will destroy her, 
Try to locate roughly where she is 
and where her next destination might 
be, for example she may have 
attacked and captured Bachus and 
Storm, Then she would probably 
head for Terminus, so wait for her 
near Terminus, 

IF you want to attack Omega early 
in the game select the action game 
and go halfway between Storm and 



Terminus, which are defence islands. 
Wait for Omega to attack one of them 
then head for it at full speed. Make 
sure you are not too near an island or 
Omega will not attack it. 

When you get to the island use the 
same system as when capturing 
islands but this time launch 
everything, If you are lucky the island 
is still a free one and Omega will be a 
sitting duck. Take out all drones. 
Take out all Walruses and arm them 
with maximum missiles, usually nine 
each. These are more powerful than 
the ones carried by Mantas. 

Make sure you are near enough 
when launching. Aim directly at 
Omega and fire. Do not move the 
mouse or it will miss. Launch all 
missiles which act as drones if 
nothing else, 

Bring out the Mantas armed with 
the maximum seven missiles. Launch 
two to three Mantas at a time; while 
controlling one launch hI] missiles at 
Omega. When you are doing this the 
other Mantas act as decoys. 



Help for those 
who are all at sea 




Carrier Command Take out islands with a Manta 
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Then go for a suicide missile crash 
into Omega. Use the same technique 
with the other Mantas, The main 
thing is to damage Omega as much as 
you can until she blows up. At this 
stage priorities should be: 

• Engine - low 

• Radar- low 

• Communications - low 

• Laser cannon - low 

• Anti-missile missile - medium 

• Lift - high 

• Auto-repair - high 

• Superstructure - high 

The enemy carrier will normally 
leavfi li tier capturing Xhn island, so 
don't h other trying to catch it - it is 
more sophisticated than your carrier 
and much faster. If you tail well had 
luck, but you will have weakened her 
and you will have plenty more 
opportunities to attack her again. If all 
else fails carry out a suicide mission 
with the carrier and try to crash into 
Omega _ providing the engine is 
operational.

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This month Phil South delves into what we have to 

look forward to with the release of Workbench 1.3, 

particularly PATH, RESIDENT and HISTORY 



IT is funny you know, but it only 
seems like yesterday since Lhey 
announced the release of 1.3- To he 
factual it's more like a year and a bit, 
but what's a matter of a few months 
between friends, eh Lorn mod ore? I 
thought Fd give you a taste of what 
you can do with some of the new 
Amiga Dos commands. 

It's quite odd how A my Dos seems 
to hm row from other h more archaic 
systems, but if s true. Most of what 
A my Dos is has been drawn from 
MSdos, and quite rightly so: it works 
and It's a simpler transition for PC 
folks to the Arnica But, curiously, a 
lot of newer Amiga commands, like 
some of those you Find on PD discs in 
1.3, have their routs in Unix. This is 
not so surprising, as Unix and 
AmigaDos share the same progenitor > 
the C language in which both are 
written, (OK, so part of AmigaDos 
was written in BCP1-, hut lets not split 



hairs here.) 

PATH is a tricky command which 
has ii direct ancestor in the PC one of 
the same name. What it dues is loll 
I he computer to look in certain 
directories for any information it 
might need. The syntax is: 

PATH <suM1riCtorr> subdirectory 
£&ubdiftctory>»*i 

PATH isn't like ASSIGN, which 
tells the computer where to look for 
commands No, this could he a 
program name, or similar, so that 
I v ping anything causes Ihfr Amy to 
look in ALL the directories specified. 
Let me give you an example: 

PATH df 1 1 Libs dhfhgms df fl: scrabble 

After typing this into your CLl, any 
word you type causes the computer to 
First look in the libs directory of dfl:. 
If there isnt a program with the same 
name as the word you typed ¥ it moves 



to the games directory in dhO:. 

It the wnrd isn't there to be 
executed it moves onto dfOrscrabblo. 
And finally if it cant find the word in 
any of those three, it LASTLY looks 
in dft):c. 

Now this might seem like a hit of 
drag for normal everyday use, but if 
you have a few programs you use a 
kit r and they are all in different parts 
of your hard disc say, or even on 
different discs, you can type the name 
anywhere and it'll execute the 
program. 

AmigaDos will always search the 
directories you specify each time you 
type anything and hit Return. The 
options usable with PATH are ADD. 
RESET and SHOW. Just typing the 
standard format as illustrated above 
cancels all previous paths and 
institutes the specified inies, 

Using PATH ADD „, lets you add 
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more paths to the currenl set without 
overwriting those already in place. 
SHOW displays the current settings, 
so you can check you've got it right, 
and RESET, as used in the format: 
PATH RESET, clears all the paths 
set. 

Another goodie from 1.3 which 1 
couJd never do without is the 
RESIDENT command 

You know when you type a 
command how it loads it from disc 
every time before doing it. '['his 
cannot only be a pain whan you're 
using the Workbench disc, but what if 
you've switched discs? What you 
need is a method of holding 
commands in memory so you can 
execute them instantly. 

With RESIDENT this is no problem. 
You simply type: 

RESIDENT <cDir.manc> 
and thai command is loaded into 



memory. You can Inad as many 
commands as you like, remove the 
Workbench disc and continue using 
the commands as if the disc was still 
there. It's a sort of C directory 
ramdisc, This really cuts down 
development time. 

The one word which you can nol 
make RESIDENT is DELETE. That's 
because DELETE is an option with 
RESIDENT. Like so: 

RESIDENT <tonwafid> 

DELETE removes the specified name 
from the resident segment. The other 
option with RESIDENT is REPLACE, 
You can use it like so: 

ftESI&lNT <coMind> <f i Le> REPLACE 

This means that the code segment lor 
the named command is replaced by 
the specified Rle. 

Another life saver is the shell, 
which provides a line history by 



using the cursor keys. This is a 
hangover from Unix, and means that 
you can call up the last few lines you 
typed into the CLI and edit or execute 
them again without having to retype. 

You just press cursor up or down to 
scan through the recent commands 
until you get the one you want 

Clr] + K deletes to thft Kiui of line. 
Ctrl H- 1 J deletes from the beginning of 
the line to the cursor, while shift and 
cursor movements jump to the end of 
lines. Very handy for file 
housekeeping and deleting long lists 
of files. You can just call up the 
commands and alter the til* maims 
each time. It's so relaxing, 

[)k fc that's all for this time, gi^t hold 
of a copy of Workbench 1*3 - you 
won't regret it.
